creases. One scheme of theirs is to reduce, by some arbitrary method, the valuation of the} 
railroads, as fixed by the Interstate Commerce Commission, by approximately one-third 
and thus decrease by one-third the net operating income that the railways are legally per-| 
mitted to earn. Net operating income in 1923 amounted to but 15 per cent of the total 
railway earnings. That is to say, the owners of railway stocks and bonds participated in 
only 15 per cent of the revenue from the rates charged (which represents “o return
